Whereas, Sixteen ytnrs have elapse

United States Congress and silver was thu 
degraded, 


Resolved, That th» people of Colorado 


in representative convention assembled 
declare: 


First—That the time has 'ally come when 


the shrinking in prices and the coofisca 
tion ol the products of labor bj tboss who 
bcld the debts should cease. That equity 
between debtor and creditor, and a jus 
money measure (or property and obliga 
lions must be restored, and that this cai 
be accomplished bj no doubtful or untriei 
experiment, bat by simply restoring to as 
the system of metal money coinage tba 
prevailed prior to 1873, and which has IB 
the past proved so beneficial to the people 
of this and other cations. 


Second—That we demand of the Fifty 


fir^t Congress, soon to assemble, an Ac 
for the remonetization of silver and for tb 
free and unlimited coinage of the silve 
dollar of 412% grains, nine-tenths fine 
upon the sama terms and conditions a 
goH and equal gold coil in a leg*, 
tender quality, and oar Senator* in Con 
gress are hereby instructed to labor and tc 
nse all legitimate means to the end. 


Third—That ontil snch lima as the ooiu 


age of silver shall begin we demand o 
the Executive Department a more libera 
exercise of its discretion under the Act o 
February 28, 1878, known as the "Elan 
Bill," to the end that the purchase ant 
coinage of §4.000,000 worth of silve 
dollars per month be made as provided in 
that Act, or if necessary additional legis 
lation to secure that result; also a libera 
revision of the regulation of the Treasury 
Department, so as to facilitate the circula 
tion of silver dollars and silver certificates 
among the people or additional legislation 
to that end if it shall appear necessary. 


Fourth—That the time bag arrived when 


the Government of the United States can 
lead the way in the matter ol the freo am 
unlimited coinage of silver; that when i 
opens the Mints the nations of the wor!< 
will be compelled to follow; that while we 
do not take e.ny defiant stand, we urge 
upon the people of the United States the 
fact that oar Government is the cne to con 
trol the question, and that in keeping its 
Mints closed to free and unlimited coinage 
it fails to exercise the power which i 
holds in its hands to effect a sweeping r» 
form in the fiscal policy of tl>e world, in 
crease the prosperity of all branches of in 
dustry and to alleviate the condition of ul 
classes of workers. 


Fifth—That the present stringency in the 


money markets of the great commercia 
centers, considered in coaoection with th 
extremely low range of prices for all the 
products of labor, is abundant and con 
vinoing evidence that the money volume 
has not expanded proportionately to the 
growth in population, property ancl buai 
ness of the country, and that an increasec 
coinage of silver is demanded by every 
consideration of prudence and statesman 
ship. The silver dollar, so long pointed to 
as a useless incubus ia the Treasnr; 
vaults, has at least been wrong from th 
custody of unwilling officials and all now 
are in practical circulation, and still more 
are needed. 


Sixth—That we appeal to the peoplt o! 


our country to join in enforcing these jus 
demands in bebalf of industry and bnsi 
ness of every legitimate kind and every 
where it being our well-considered beliel 
that the measures we demand will begin 
profit to every workshop in the land. Sil- 
ver and farm products went down together 
By these musnres they will rise together. 


B»T»nth—That w* demand the repeal of 


all Acts by whieh it is limited by,it»tnte, 
and the immediate passage of declarator; 
Aota by Congress for the information am 
guidance of the department and bnreau of 
ficials as may be necessary to define am 
protect the rights of the people in relation 
to the coinage as they were defined anc 
protected by the declaratory Acts of Con< 
gresa from 1792 to 1873.

lished here from Iowa concerning the pos- 
sibility, if not the probability, of tbe de- 
led t of Senator Allison for .re-election have 
had tbe effect of stirring up the Senator's 
friends in the National Capital as they were 
never perturbed before. 


It is not likely that the .Republicans ot 


Iowa fully appreciate the services of Sena- 
tor Allison, as he has been away from the 
presence of lit constitcants so mach dar 
ing the past ten years. His retirement to 
private life would bo very unfortunate for 
the country at large. Democrats, Prohi- 
bitionists, Republicans and citizens of all 
political faiths would suffer alike. 
He 


stands as a breakwater against all kinds ol 
vicious legislation and is the ablest repre- 
sentative of thoBQ western intereits which 
have L.OCU maturing daring the past quarter 
of a cintnry. A writer in to-daj's Post, 
under the caption, "War on Senator Alli- 
son—do the Iowa Republicans propose to 
commit political barikari?" quotes a dis- 
patch from Des Moines announcing that 
tbe small majority in the Iowa Legislature 
makes it probable thai the Senator's oppo- 
nents will defeat his re-election, and then 
goes on to oM attention to the misfortunes, 
especially to Iowa, that would follow Stn< 
ator Allison's retirement to private life, 
lu tho course o! the long article, the follow- 
ing is said:

Product of Sierra Buttes Mine. 


The San Francisco Bulletin says the 


gold product of the Sierra Buttes mine 
prior to 1870 was $1,955,050. 
It then be- 


came the property of some English capi- 
talists, and has since produced down to 
June 30,1889, the sum of $6,369,125, or a 
total of $8,321,475. 
This is a pretty good 


sum to take out from a small cl&im, Since 
1870 the mine has paid its owners $1,574,- 
655 in dividends, or at the rate of $15 12% 
per share. During the first half of the 
current calendar year the ore extracted 
did not pay expenses, and since then work 
has been practically abandoned, as the de- 
posit of pay ore is believed to be exhausted.

Some fears have been expressed that 


efforts in this direction will be hindered by 
obstructionists, who hold possession of the 
most desilable sites for reservoirs. There is 
a simple method of dealing with such per- 
sons. If the people wish to utilize any 
property for the public benefit, they have 
a right to take it—of coarse paying the 
holder a fair equivalent. 


I am a firm believer in the propriety of the 


general Government making appropriations 
for the purpose of helping the people to 
make homes. The same principle which 
sanctioned the giving of homesteads to 
actual settlers, it seems to in«, warrants the 
Government in rendering thoas homesteads 
tenable. 


If Congress should decline to give money 


for establishing the necessary reservoirs, 
the next best thing would be to cede all 
public lands to the State, with the under- 
standing that the proceeds of such lands 
should be devoted to irrigation develop- 
ment; one thing or the other is bound to 
come. Patience, perseverance and united 
effort will certainly bring about the desired 
end. 


The fashionable thing in genteel society 


just now is to belong to a Nationalist club.

and considerable silver ore of good grade 
bnt refractory nature is exposed for extrao 
tion when required. Yesterday the Bruns- 
wick mill ditch was taking the whole of the 
water in the Carson river, none runninf 
over the dam; bnt with the rain and snow 
the volume was increasing, and by this 
time all the mills are doubtless able to run 
again to their full capacity. 
A large 


amount of prospecting and development 
work is being done in the Silver City 
group of mines, juat below tho railroad. 
The Hayward is shipping ore and the Oast 
will resume shortly, or as loon at the pro* 
ent litigation is settled. The shaft of the 
Goodman mine is down 300 feet And adrift 
west from it is in 130 feet.
